C harles R agland, a Pittsburg 
brick­ 


layer, was the victim of the robbery, 
and in addition to being relieved of 
a goodly am ount of cash, lie cam e dan­ 
gerously n ear being murdered. 
Ragland arrived in Wellsville a few 
days ago with considerable m oney in 
ills possession. He obtained employ­ 
m ent from John Graham , a contrac­ 
tor of this city, and has been w ork­ 
ing and boarding in Wellsville. 
L ast 
evening he cam e up on a street car 
and got off at the Diamond, where he 
m et a man who claimed his nam e was 
Morts. 
The stranger seemed to be an agree­ 
able sort of fellow and during 
the 
course of his conversation told Eng­ 
land th a t he had daughters working 
In the potteries here. The men were 
in each other's company for 
some 
time, when Morts Anally 
suggested 
th a t they pay a short visit to one of 
his acquaintances. 
This was agreed to by England and 
th e 
twain started toward the 
East 
End. 
They proceeded slowly on their 
way until reaching a point n ear the 
city reservoir, which 
was 
recently 
dam aged, when England was suddenly 
set upon by th ree strange men who 
im m ediately overpowered him. 
Realising th a t he had been 
lured 
into a trap Eagland reached into his 
pocket for his money. In his clenched 
Ast he drew forth a Ave. a one and a 
ten-dollar bill, but failed to get all th at 
he had in his pocket, which was som e­ 
thing over $50. 
A fter knocking E ag­ 
land down th e thugs searched 
him 
carefully, taking the rem aining cash 
and relieving him of various Jewelry, 
trin k e ts and other articles of value. 
With a blasphem ous oath the victim 
was then given a rough toss over the 
steep bank overlooking Pennsylvania 
avenue. 
He fell about IO feet, 
but 
stuck in a hole m ade by the reservoir 
b*epk a few weeks ago and was not 
*40gvely injured, excepting th at his 
rig h t arm was crippled. 
A few m om ents later 
when 
E ag­ 
land cam e to his senses, he found a 
strange man bending over him, 
who 
told him to get 
up. 
promising 
he 
would show him the w*ay down town. 
W hen they reached the paved street 
th e fellow ran off and Eagland thinks 
h e is one of the gang who held him 
up. 
He yet had th e bills in his hand 
which the thugs overlooked, b at 
his 
pockets w ere stripped of everything. 
England's escape from death is most 
fortunate. 
If h e would have rolled a 
few feet further down the hillside from 
the spot where th e 
footpads 
threw 
him. he would have doubtless fallen 
over the high cliff and 
have 
been 
crushed to a pulp. 
All of th 3 men w ere stran g ers to 
Ragland, but he says he could recog 
nile any on* of 
them lf the oppor 
t unity is offered.

Sheriff Cook and 
Deputy Williams arrived. 
The convicts then fled through a 
small opening in the timber arui ran 
into the house of Farmer Wooster. 
Sheriff Cook telephoned to Topeka for 
assistance. 
He later was taken pris­ 
oner by the convicts. 
In the meantime Chi* f Stahl, of To­ 
peka. and eight officers were on their 
way. 
They arrived at the Wooster 
bouse about an hour after the officer 
had 
been 
Imprisoned. 
Chief Stab! 
immediately began negotiations with 
the convicts to give* up their prison 
4»r and to surrender themselves, but 
the convicts only laughed. 
One of the convicts 
told Sheriff 
Cook that he would be killed lf ho 
made the slightest move looking to­ 
ward their capture. 
In th** meantime 
the police officers on the outside had 
surrounded the building, 
but 
were 
afraid to make a move for fear that 
Cook would suffer. 
About 7 o’clock last night the con 
victs placed the woman and Sheriff 
Cook in front of them aa shields and 
made for the door. 
Parsed Between Cordon of Officers. 
Then, after exacting a promise from 
the sheriff that he would not permit 
any of the officers outside to lire on 
them, they started for the opcu. 
As 
they left the house, 
tile 
frightened 
farmer, his wile aud the submissive 
sheriff before 
them, 
the 
convicts 
passed between a cordon c. police, 
who easily could have captured litem, 
and started for the railroad track. 
The sheriff, in turn, had exacted a

Another Posse Marted Later.. 
Chief Stahl left some of his men on 
the scene and with the others started 
back to Topeka to take up the chase 
later on. 
From Topeka a posse was 
started out and Chief Stahl expressed 
the opinion last night that he would 
land the men before morning 
The 
convicts are well armed, having taken 
all the guns in the farm bouse, includ­ 
ing those of the sheriff. 
They# are 
both white men, but their identity 
was not learned. 
Sheriff Cook arrived from Pauline 
about IU o'clock last night. 
He was 
somewhat disfigured and his clothes 
were ragged, but he had lost none of 
his nerve by his usage at the bauds 
of tile convicts. 
He said that when he and Deputy 
Williams rest hod the scene in the af

kiu a farmer boy, a lad of 18, who 
tu R been chasing the convicts, was 
popping away at the men with a tar 
get rifle. 
Cook snapped his revolver 
rive times, but only two cartridges ex­ 
ploded. One bullet hit the larger con­

Then a long chase ensued. 
Cook finally reached the Wooster 
farm house, where the big convict met 
him ut the door and commanded him 
l o come in.

part* ure killed down by frost, the 
property of pushing out these lateut 
bud* Into growth preserves the lift* of 
the plant. 
These bud*, having once 
begun to grow, adhere to the woody 
layer at their l>u*c aud pu*h out their 
poluts through the hack toward the 
light. 
The buds then unfold and develop 
leaves, which elaborate the nap carried 
up the small shoot. Once elaborated It 
descend* liy the Iwirk. when It reaches 
the base or inner bark.

For more than a century scientists 
m d philosophers have been vainly try­ 
ing to discover the origin and cause of 
the mysterious current in the Atlantic 
ocean called the gulf stream. 
Why so 
called I* uot apparent, aa nothing iu 
the gulf of Mexico Is In its composition. 
There have been many theories, which 
have been abandoned, some perfectly 
absurd, such a* Its being caused by the 
earth In It* revolution on its axis, for 
lf it had th** power to draw this stream 
at the rate of five miles an hour from 
the coast of Florida it woald draw all 
the water from the east coasts of 
North and South America at the same 
velocity. The prevailing theory is that 
th** northeast trade wind* drive a cur­ 
rent Into the Caribbean sea and. aided 
by the feeble equatorial stream, heap 
tip the water in the gulf of Mexico, 
thence rushing around the south of 
Florida from the source of the gulf 
st re* rn. 
Hut there Is no such u heap­ 
ing of the waters iu that gulf. 
The 
waters there are sluggish, and there i* 
no perceptible current leading toward 
the gulf stream or anywhere else. 
'r bis theory ba* been accepted for 
wa nr of a lM*tter, but those who favor 
it are not entirely satisfied w itll it. The 
gulf stream Is an Independent body of 
water, baring uo connection with the 
water around or behind the point 
where it emerges. 
It Js warmer and 
of a deeper blue than the surrounding 
seas aud gushes forth from the start­ 
ing point off Cap** Sable at the rate of 
from five to six kuots an bour, with 
a temperature of al»out OO degrees, 
lessening gradually as It proceeds on 
Its Journey of thousands of miles across 
the Atlantic ocean, warming the west­ 
ern shores of Europe. 
Having seen the fallacy of the the­ 
ories concerning the gulf stream, we 
will turn our attention to the great P a­ 
cific current. Identical In all respects 
with Its sister current of the Atlantic 
and concerning which there are no the­ 
ories to contend with. 
It starts spontaneously from a spot a 
few* miles from the south end of the 
Island of Formosa, In the Banshee 
channel, following the coast of For­ 
mosa northeasterly, past ami through 
the Loocboo Islands, skirting the coast 
of Japan; thence turns eastward on It* 
long Journey across the wide Pacific, 
warming the const of America from 
Puget sound to Mexico. Its dark blue 
waters are in striking contrast to the 
surrounding seas. giving it the name of 
Murra Buar, or black water. It Is ail 
Independent stream where no combina­ 
tion of w inds or currents can possibly 
cause the mighty rush of warm blue 
water with a velocity of from five to 
six knots an hour from the start. 
In Its characteristic* of heat. color 
and direction it resembles the gulf 
stream In every particular, and the 
origin of the two streams must lie tho 
same, whatever they may be. which I 
shall endeavor to show later on. There 
Is another ocean current similar In all 
respects to the other two, with the ex­ 
ception that it runs In an exactly op­ 
posite direction. Starting from the vi­ 
cinity of the south end of the island of 
Madagascar, 
It 
runs 
southwesterly 
nround the Cape of Good Hope, where 
It disappears off Cape Lagunas. As a 
current, probably part of it is diverted 
into a steady set of the eastern current, 
caused 
by the prevailing 
westerly 
winds In that region. No scientists, so 
far as I am aware, have attempted to 
account for this current. Having now 
proveil beyoud refutation that all the­ 
ories advanced as to Hie cause o f ocean 
currents are groundless, it remains to 
lie proved what tile true cause is. 
It must tie admitted that the currents 
have a similar origin, as they are Iden­ 
tical In every respect a* regards color, 
heat and velocity, springing forth In 
the same manner spontaneously from 
the earth ta some mysterious way. 
There Is no place on the surface of the 
earth where the water can be heated I 
lo furnish the heat contained In these 
streams that gush 
forth 
from the j 
depths of the *ea; consequently the 
forces must Im* subterranean ami can 
only be accounted for by large bullit** 
of clear, blue water from the occau 
forcing Its way into the depths of the 
earth under its eru*t. w here It barrows , 
a channel of It* own to the surface 1 
again, having received Its warmth on j 
the way by contact with the internal 
heat of the lower region* of the earth, j 
forced on by continual pressure from 
behind. 
That there are orifices in the earth’s 
crust roil not Im* denied, also what b**- 
tomes of the vast volume of water that 
cannot la* computed which is constant­ 
ly running at the rate of from four to 
six knot* an hour from the Atlantic 
occau through the strait of Gibraltar 
Into Hie Mediterranean sea. 
Tile nu­ 
merous rivers, 
too, are continually 
flowing In. and yet the sea r e a lm s at 
the same level. 
Evaporation cannot 
account for It, for what Is evaporated 
Is formed Into clouds nm! Is precipitat­ 
ed again lute the sea by the medium of 
storms and frequent rains. 
The water must enter the earth from 
the ocean through these apertures on 
an Incline as It gushes forth In these 
three mighty currents aud cannot be 
discovered by soundings; consequently 
these three mighty currents are noth­ 
ing more or Ie** than Immense geysers. 
—Captain Ok F. Bherburns In Cleve­ 
land Marble Record.

REMARKABLE VALUE.

every hundred emeralds dug from 
the mine are almost white aud of little 
value, but the hundredth one Im of a 
rich velvety green and, lf without oth­ 
e r flaws than Its color, sells for $300 a 
carat or 240 times as much as its col­ 
orless brother. The reason of the rich 
color which gives the emerald Us value 
Is that nature, iu making the stone, put 
lo too mueh oxide of chromium, Just as 
the cook some!lines gets too much sal- 
cratus In the biscuits. The standard of 
perfection iii the laboratory of nature 
Is the colorless emerald, aud her deep 
green olios are some of her failures; 
failures which, nevertheless, delight 
mankind, however mueh they may dis 
gust nature. You ('mild buy a toil of 
oxide of chromium for the price which 
half a grain of It gives to a cheap aud 
common crystal. 
When nature makes mistakes In man­ 
ufacturing diamonds, the results are 
equally remarkable, lier standard for 
a diamond is a pure white stone, but 
sometimes a foreign substance gets into 
the crucible, and the result Is a red or 
blue diamond. A tine white brill la tit of 
one carat eau be hough! for $123, but a 
blue stone of that sine would tie cheap 
Jit $3,500. A red diamond Is of even 
greater value, a red stone of fifteen 
gralus having been sold for $5,000. Yet 
the little particle of foreign material 
which nature carelessly let fall Into the 
mixture when she was making that 
stone down in til** heart of some prime­ 
val volcano Is of less value than a 
grain of common salt aud only got 
•there by mistake. 
Nature manufactures iu her laborato­ 
ry a material called spinel. You can 
buy a block of spinel as large as you 
can carry for a few dollars. Sometimes 
in making spinel small quantities of 
chromic acid get into the material and 
color It a deep red. The pieces so col 
ored nature rejects as spoiled in the 
making and throws them iu the dust 
bin, from which men dig them out aud 
•eaU ahem rubles. A ruby of thirty-two 
tcarats recently sold for $52,HOO. 
Yet 
the material of the cheap spiuel and 
the valuable ruby gre practically the 
same, save for that small fraction of 
-chromic acid which got tutu the ruby 
by mistake. 
— 
When nature starts out to manufac­ 
ture opals, she endeavors to make them 
without any cracks in them. In this 
she seldom succeeds, coming nearest to 
perfection in the Mexican opals, which 
have few cracks in them and therefore 
little luster. The fiery glow of the ori­ 
ental opal and iii** play of light in the 
depths of that exquisite stone are title 
-entirely 
to 
the 
numberless 
cracks 
which seam the surface of the gem. It 
must give nature a poor opinion of 
mankind when she sees him selling the 
Mexican opals, which are nearly per­ 
fect, for 12 cents a carat and paying 
. $25 a carat for her failures, the cracked 
fire opal of the east. 
* Not only iu gems, but in many other 
things, does nature make mistakes and 
failures, the results of which are high- 
*ly valued by man. The chank shell, a 
shell mueh like tin* conch shell of these 
-shores, is -one of the commonest shells ! 
• on the benches of ludia, aud millions 
*of -them are gathered aud burned for j 
tfbe lime that is in them. Yet In a tem 
pie near Kandy, vYylou. are two chank 
shells which hold the place of honor in 
a shrine covered with gold, and no 
am ount of money could buy them from 
their guardian priests. 
Their value 
consists in the fact that nature was not J 
quite herself the morning she rubrical-! 
ed these sh* tis ami gave a right baud 


cd twist to them Instead of a left hand 
od one, such as lins been given to all 
other chank shells, so far n* man 
knows, since the beginning. 
Baron Rothschild once [in 1*1 $500 a 
dozen fpr some Hehloss Johnnulsherg 
wine, ami It is admitted t hut. taking 
everything Into consideration, it was 
not an exorbitant price. 
Yet the wine 
of the same year from the vineyard di 
redly adjoining the Joint un Islterg vine 
yard, nu the same bank of the Rhine, 
a vineyard whose soil Is, to all appear 
a noes. tho same, only brought $5 a 
dozen 
Ami there is no special secret 
about the manufacture of Joliannlsberg 
wine or about the variety of grape 
used. 
Its great value comes from a 
little Joke of nature. 
In the soil of 
the Johannisberg vineyard there is un 
infinitesimal amount of a certain salt 
which is foeud lo the soil of no other 
vineyard. The admixture Is so slight 
I hut im chemist bus ever been utile to 
imitate it. yet It Is worth mony thou 
lands a year to the owner of the vine 
yard.

If the hive rests 
will he too damp. 
It will pay to use foundations by fill­ 
ing all frames full. 
Set tTie hive a little above the ground 
to admit of a circulation of air. 
From 0 o’clock a. in. to 3 o’clock p. rn. 
includes the hours of successful operat­ 
ing with bees. 
Procure new blood In the apiary*. In­ 
breeding is as objectionable with bees 
us with live stock. 
It is necessary to unite all weak col­ 
onics that will Lie unable to build up 
into stroug stocks. 
Care should be taken to save all 
young brood aud the brood combs of 
those containing brood. 
On account of it being the only ma­ 
terial that eau be depended upon to 
stay pine is the best material for hives. 
Combs should not be left in empty 
hives about the apiary. 
That is tile 
worst place they can be left, as moths 
are always to be found near the bees 
aud are sure to infest the combs. 
One advantage in closed end frames 
la that a hive lull of combs may be 
handled as though it were a single 
piece instead of a collection of loos** 
pieces, thus saving work, worry and 
time. 
lf tile bees cannot conveniently enter 
the hives during the sudden changes of 
cool weather, quite a number will be 
lost: hence care should be taken to 
have tile entrances arranged so that the 
bees can enter readily. 


Knot* on t r e f * . 
In the barks of our forest trees arc 
contained a multitude of latent buds, 
which are developed and grow under 
certain 
favorable conditions. 
Some 
trees possess this property in a remark­ 
able degree, and often, when the other 
parts are killed down by frost, the 
property of pushing out these latent 
buds Into growth preserves the lift* of 
the plant. 
These buds, having once 
begun to grow, adhere to the woody 
layer at their base and push out their 
poiuts through the back toward the 
light. 
The buds then unfold and develop 
leaves, which elaborate the sap carried 
up the small shoot. Once elaborated it 
descends by the bark, when it reaches 
the base or inner bark. 
Here it is ar­ 
rested. so to speak, and deposited be­ 
tween the outside and inner layer of 
bark, as can be learned on examining 
specimens on the trees in the woods 
almost anywhere.

In the matter of taxation the Isle of 
Man is unique. There is no income tax. 
no succession duties chargeable against 
the estates of deceased persous, no 
highway or turnpike tolls.

For more than a century scientists 
f tad philosophers have been vainly try 
lug to discover the origin and cause of 
I the mysterious current In the Atlantic 
ocean called the gulf stream. 
Why so 
called Is not apparent, as nothing iu 
the gulf of Mexico is In its composition. 
There have been many theories, which 
have been abandoned, some perfectly 
absurd, such as its being caused by the 
earth iii Its revolution on its axis. for 
if it had th** power to draw this stream 
at the rate of five railes an hour from 
tile coast of Florida it would draw ail 
the water from the east coasts of 
North and Mouth America at the sa me 
velocity. Tit** prevailing theorj is that 
Hie nmtheast trade winds drive a cur­ 
rent Info the Caribltenu sea and. aided 
by the feeble equatorial stream, heap 
tip the water in tile gulf of Mexico, 
thence rushing around the south of 
j Florida from th** source of the gulf 
stra in . 
But there is no such a heap­ 
ing of the waters in that gulf. 
Tile 
waters there are sluggish, ami there is 
tm perceptible current leading toward 
the gulf stream or anywhere else. 
’r his theory has been accepted for 
wnnr of a better, but those who favor 
It are not entirely satisfied with it. The 
gulf stream is an Independent body of 
water, having uo connection wit ti the 
w ater a rouud or behind the poiut 
where it emerges. 
It Js warmer aud 
of a deeper blue than the surrounding 
seas aud gushes forth from the start­ 
ing point off Cape Bailie at the rate of 
from five to six kuots an hour, with 
a temperature of about OO degrees, 
lessening gradually as It proceeds on 
Its Journey of thousands of miles across 
the Atlantic ocean, warming the west­ 
ern shores of Europe. 
Having seen the fallacy of the the­ 
ories concerning the gulf stream, we 
will turn our attention to the great Pa­ 
cific current, Identical in all respects 
with Its sister current of the Atlantic 
and concerning which there are no the­ 
ories to contend with. 
It starts spontaneously from a spot a 
few miles from the south end of the 
Island of Formosa, In the Banshee 
channel, following the coast of For­ 
mosa northeasterly, past and through 
the Loochoo islands, skirting the coast 
of Japan: thence turns eastward on Its 
long Journey across the wide Pacific, 
warming the coast of America from 
Puget souud to Mexico. Its dark blue 
waters are In striking contrast to the 
surrounding seas, giving It the name of 
Murra Suar, or black water. It Is an 
independent stream where no combina­ 
tion of wiuds or currents can possibly 
cause the mighty rush of warm blue 
water with a velocity of from five to 
six knots an hour from the start. 
In its characteristics of heat, color 
and direction it resembles the gulf 
stream in every particular, and the 
origin of the two streams must be the 
same, whatever they may be. which I ; 
shall endeavor to show later on. There 1 
is another ocean current similar In all 1 
respects to the other two, with the ex- j 
ception that it runs iii an exactly op- 
J 
posite direction. Starting from the vl- j 
clnity of the south end of the island of ; 
Madagascar, 
it 
runs 
southwesterly j 
around the Cape of Good Hope, where ' 
It disappears off Cape Lagunas. As a 
eurretit, probably part of it is diverted 
Into a steady set of the eastern current, 
cuused 
by the prevailing 
westerly 
winds in that region. No scientists, so 
far as I am aware, have attempted to 
account for this current. Having now 
proved beyoud refutation that all the­ 
ories advanced as to tire cause of oceau 
currents are groundless, It remains to 
be proved what the true cause is. 
It must be admitted that the currents 
have a similar origin, as they are Iden­ 
tical In every respect as regards color, 
heat and velocity, springing forth In 
the same manner spontaneously from 
the earth In some mysterious way. 
There is no place on the surface of the 
earth where the water can be heated 
to furnish the heat contained in these 
streams that gush 
forth from the 
depths of the sea; consequently the 
forces must he subterranean and can 
only be accounted for by large bodies 
of clear. Mile water from the oceau 
forcing Its way into the depths of the 
earth under its crust, where it burrows 
a channel of its own to the surface 
again, having rive iv cd its warmth on 
the way by contact with the internal 
heat of the lower regions of the earth, 
forced on by continual pressure from 
behind. 
That there are orifices In the earth’s 
crust cannot lie denied, also what b>* 
tonies of the vast volume of want* that 
• annot he computed which is constant­ 
ly running at tile rate of from four to 
six knots an bour from the Atlantic 
ocean, through the strait of Gibraltar 
into the Mediterranean sea. 
Th** nu­ 
merous 
rivers, 
too, arc* continually 
flowing in. and yet the sea remains at 
the same level. 
Evaporation cannot 
account for it. for what Is evaporated 
is formed into clouds and is precipitat­ 
ed again iuto the sea by the medium of 
storms and frequent rains. 
The water must enter the earth from 
the ocean through these apertures on 
an incline as It gushes forth In these 
three mighty currents and cannot be 
discovered tiy soundings: consequently 
these three mighty currents are notb- j 
lug more or less than Immense geysers. 
—Captain B. F. Sherburne In Cleve­ 
land Marine Record.

writer in the Washington Times. 
But 
tin* fact is flint, in preference to the 
latter custom, for Instance, every paint 
m ath on an Indian’s face has a sort of 
hern Idle meaning, implying not only 
the honers won by the brave in person, 
but representing also the claims of bls 
family and race to distinction. In other 
words, w hat is shown am ong more 
cultured communities by coats of arm*. 
orders, and decorations, Is depicted by 
tin* Indian on bi* face by means of 
pigments. 
Scientists are now engaged, among 
other novel investigations concerning 
the North American Indian, in com 
piling a record of the armorial, or. 
rallier, facial, bearings of certain cele 
brat cm] chiefs, and it is said to be fas 
chatting work 
One renowned war 
rlur. for instance, will have bis lip 
painted a copper red.

to Indicate that bls tribe was once In 
possession of huge mines of coppet 
Another individual will have his fore 
head adorned with a painting of a cer­ 
tain Ash, thus Implying thut he or ids 
people arc renowned for prowess In 
catching Ash.

A great many of 
our most distinguished poets, authors 
aud statesmen whose busts are e x i l e d 
for sale on the street corners never sat 
for flies** portraits. 
Some workman 
rn ode 1**1 tfie head after a photograph 
and occasionally bas produced such 
good work that It Is almost a pity the 
sculptor’s name should 
remain 
un 
knowrn. 
The chief purchasers of these casts 
from the larger makers are the high 
schools all over the country. They de­ 
mand. of course, not only classical sub­ 
jects and copies of aucicnt bas-reliefs 
and architectural details, but also busts 
of famous men and women from every 
period of the world’s history. 
Such a 
wide range of subjects Is covered by 
this deiunud that seven and eight thou­ 
sand titles are included lu some of the 
catalogues issued. Tile factories where 
these figures orc turned out exhibit Iii 
their showrooms an assortment nnd 
confusion of time, place and nature be 
wildering to look at. 
The process of casting these statu­ 
ettes is a comparatively simple one 
when the mold is once completed. The 
material 
used, plaster of paris, 
Is 
cheap, and a very excellent quality Is 
produced In this country. 
When the 
statuette comes out, It Is pure white 
and covered with ridges made by the 
different sections of the mold. 
These 
ridges ure carefully removed, nnd then 
the cast Is placed In an oven heated at 
about 180 degrees. 
After It has been 
baked for a certln length of time It Is 
plunged into a solution of stearic acid 
aud kept there until thoroughly satu­ 
rated. 
Then, when it has dried, the 
yellow color is gained by applying to 
the surface a solution of beeswax, tur­ 
pentine aud coloring matter. This color 
will not wash off. and, of course, auy 
shade can be produced at will. 
"The demand for nude statues In the 
art schools Is growing less every year.” 
said one of the largest makers of these 
casts. 
"That is because people are 
realizing more nnd more that artists 
must dr Aw front the human figure It­ 
self lf they wish to understand the 
We get more orders new 
for dra|H*d figures lu the art schools 
and for busts in the high schools 
Un 
til very recently the busts of most of 
the celebrated Americans which we 
scil had been made in Italy from pbo 
tographs sent over from this country, 
and many mistakes occurred In mat­ 
ters of detail, like the cut of the coats 
aud collars. 
We are trying to do these 
now In a more modern and characteris­ 
tic way and occasionally have been 
furnished with photographs by their 
families." 
The statuettes which are carried 
about the streets wrapped in harmoni­ 
ous yellow tissue poper or are display­ 
ed ou the sidewalks or on the steps of 
unoccupied bouses are made by quite 
a different set of manufacturers. The 
larger dealers do not sell to these street 
peddlers at all. The peddlers have their 
own little workrooms, wbicb furnish 
them w ith their stock at a much lower 
rate than the regular dealers charge. 
No originals are made In these ateliers* 
and most of the molds are gained by 
taking them from a cast bought from 
some other firm. The stearic acid bath 
is left out of the process, and conse­ 
quently the color of these cheaper 
W’ork8 washes off. 
The peddlers of these .statuettes stand 
in about the same relation to sculptors 
and sculpture that the hand organ plac ­ 
ers do to music and musicians. They 
reflect fairly accurately the popular 
taste. and. according to their testi­ 
mony. it is the Tanagra figurines that 
in the long run sell the best of all their 
stock. From time to time there is 
a 
market for the bust of some particular 
man, uud those Aulos are always tem­ 
porary. Grotesque figures are always 
lu demand and copies of the various 
models of Venus with which the public 
are familiar. Rows of Cupids aud of 
mouks’ heads, wiuged Victories and 
busts of Wagner come and go as pop­ 
ular favorites, but the Tauagra figur­ 
ines hare a steady sale that insures 
their presence In the stock of nearly 
every street peddler.—New York Post.

Im Boons filled with hydrogen gas were 
sent up from Paris, and in September 
at Versailles the first balloon was sent 
up freighted with living animals.

Hosiers hail much difficulty In obtain­ 
ing permission from the king to make 
an ascent without being beld flown by 
the rope, but consent was at last se 
cured, and on- the 20th of November. 
17S3, everything was made ready. Dor 
ing th** day the wind ami rain wert* vile 
lent, and it was found necessary to 
postpone tin* ascent. The in* 
day. tin* 
21st. tin* weather was more favorable.

When the commission merchant came. 
Id* was delighted with the figure anil, 
purchasing it. shipped it to tile Centra! 
American city, where it adorns the 
public square and is looked upon with 
reiteration by the citizens of that town

Hosiers was spurred on by Blanch 
ard’s success ami set to work con­ 
structing a balloon widely when com­ 
pleted. he cantil an aeromontgoifier. j 
It consisted of an immense balloon of 
hydrogen gas. wit ii a large cylinder i 
placed under it. the use of it being to I 
rarefy the air without losing gas. 
When a favorable day bad arrived. 
Pilatre for the last time made his 
preparations. 
Ile was assisted by a 
Boulogne physician 
oamed 
Remain, 
and on June 15, 1785, they stepped into 
the basket, the ropes were cast off. aud 
the balloon rose with the utmost maj­ 
esty from the earth. 
When It had risen about 200 feet, it 
struck a fresh current of air which 
took it directly toward the sea. It soon 
found another current which rapidly 
carried it back again. It possibly may 
have been the desire of the aeronauts 
to descend to find a more favorable cur 
rent of air, for while opening the valve 
to let the cold air into his cylinder un 
fortunately a huge rout was made In 
I the balloon. 
The consequences were 
Immediate and horrible* At that time 


Gravity is the natural force used. Nails 
and roeks ami materials of this kind 
are heavier than cotton and its by 
products, anti they have a tendency to 
force their way to the bottom of the 
heap.

About 7 o'clock last night the con­ 
victs placed the woman and Sheriff 
Cook in front of them as shields and 
made for the door.

Parsed Between Cordon of Officers. 
Then, after exacting a promise from 
the sheriff that he would not permit 
any of the officers outside to lire on 
them, they started for the open.

passed between a cordon c. police, 
who easily could have captured them, 
and started for the railroad track. 
The sheriff, in turn, had exacted a 
promise item tho police that they 
would not molest tne convicts, and 
they did not. 
After covering a considerable dis­ 
tance down the track the convicts 
suddenly disappeared through a hedge 
fence, bidding the officers a mocking 
farewell. One of the police sergeants 
later said he could have easily much 
od the leading convict with bis hand 
aa he passed. 
Tho convicts had secured a good 
start before the officers had recovered 
from their surprise. 
Then some of 
the policemen wanted to pursue, but 
Sheriff Cook would not permit it, as 
he had promised tho convicts irnrnun 
ity from arrest 


Another Poase Started Later.. 
Chief Stahl left some of his men on 
the scene and with the others started 
back to Topeka to take up the chase 
later on. 
From Topeka a posse was 
started out and Chief Stahl expressed 
the opinion last night that he would 
land the men before miming. 
The 
convicts are well armed, having taken 
all the guns in the farm house, includ­ 
ing those of the sheriff. 
They* are 
both white men, but their identity 
was not learned. 
Sheriff Cook arrived from Paulina 
about IO o’clock last night. 
He was 
somewhat disfigured and his clothes 
were ragged, but he had lost none of 
his nerve by his usage at the bauds 
of the convicts. 
He said that when he and Deputy 
Williams reached the scene in the af 
lagoon a farmer boy, a lad of 18, who 
been chasing the convicts, was 
popping away at the men with a tar­ 
get rifle. 
Cook snapped his revolver 
live times, but only two cartridges ex­ 
ploded. One bullet hit the larger con 
vlct in the 
arm, 
while 
Williams 
caught the other with a bullet in the 
leg. Then a long chase ensued. 
Cook finally reached the Wooster 
farm house, where the big convict met 
him at the door and commanded him 
to come in. 
“Come in here, or I’ll kill you,” he 
said. 
"Wrell.” the sheriff related, “I went 
in.” 
He continued: 
“The 
woman 
was screaming and Wooster was lying 
on a couch unconscious. 
His skull 
was cracked and his right hand was 
broken. 
The other convict crouched 
behind the door, his gun drawn upon 
me. Having searched me, the big fel­ 
low asked if I was the sheriff. 
“ ‘I’m looking for the sheriff,’ he 
laid; ’I want to kill him.’ 


Told Convict He Was a Farmer. 
“Under 
the 
circumstances," said 
Sheriff Cook, “I told him that I was 
only a farmer. 
Then he told me he 
would take me along as a shield from 
the men outside. 
Stahl and his men 
had arrived by that time, and the big 
man told me to call 
bim into the 
house. He said he wanted more guns 
and another shield. 
But Stahl re­ 
mained where he wag. 
Finally I was commanded to take 
lfrs. Wooster’s arm. The convicts got 
behind us and 
in 
that order we 
marched to the field. 
Mrs. Wooster 
-was half 
fainting. 
She 
tried 
to 
acream, but I put my hand over her 
mouth. They reached the hedge, the 
big man snapped his gun ineffectively 
at me, and both made off in the dark­ 
ness. 
Deputy Williams was not cap­ 
tured. as at first supposed. When he

Revolver 
cartridges are more liable than are 
ride cui'tridgt*s to have been bandied 
frequently, to have been carried in 
dirty pockets and to have come in con 
tact with various forms of Infectious 
materials flint may prove of serious 
consequence when burled in the tis 
sues. * Moreover, revolver cartridges 
are covens! witli a coating of grease, 
and tills encourages an accRtuulatlnu 
of maulfold microbic material, some of 
which may prove to be of virulently 
infectious nature. 
Rifle bullets are practically always 
sterilized by tile Intense heat developed 
by the powder at the moment of their 
discharge. Their rapid progress through 
the air while in a heated condition still 
further serves to cleanse them of any 
extraneous material that may chance 
to have accumulated on their surfaces. 
This ctoflRsing process Is very effectu­ 
ally begun by the rifling of the rifle 
barrel through which the bullet forces 
Its way. 
All these favorable factors are lack­ 
ing lu the case of the revolver bullet, 
and so it is possible that in any given 
case such u bullet may carry infectious 
material with it Into the tissues, 
lf 
this were in small amount, nature 
might effectually wall It off urn! no se­ 
rious consequences result. (In the of li­ 
er hand, such Infectious material might 
lie seemingly dormant for days, but 
really slowly gathering strength by 
multiplication, and when its toxins' 
were elaborated In sufficient amount 
they might paralyze protective chemo­ 
taxis aud produce a septic condition.—

The standard of 
perfection In the laboratory of nature 
Is the colorless em erald, am i her deep 
green ones are some of her failures; 
failures which, nevertheless, delight 
m ankind, how ever much they may dis­ 
gust nature. 
You could buy a ton of 
oxide of chrom ium for the price w hich 
half a grniu of It gives to a cheap aud 
common crystal. 
W hen nature m akes m istakes In m an­ 
ufacturing diam onds, the results are 
equally rem arkable. H er standard for 
a diamond is a pure while stone, but 
som etim es a foreigu substance gets Into 
th e crucible, aud the result is a red or 
blue diamond. A due w hite brilliant of 
one carat can be bought for $125, but a 
lilue stone of that alae would be cheap 
a t $3,000. A it'd diamond la of even 
greater value, a red stone of flfteen 
grains h avlug been sold for $0,000. Yet 
th e little particle of foreign m aterial 
w hich nature carelessly let fall Into the 
m ix tu re w hen she was m aking that 
stone down in the heart of some prime­ 
val volcano is of Ichm value than a 
grain of commot! salt aud ouly got 
ithcre by m istake. 
N ature m anufactures in her laborato­ 
ry a m aterial called spinel. 
You can 
buy a block of spinel as large us you 
can carry for a few dollars. HornetiHies 
In m aking spinel small quantities of 
chrom ic acid get Into the m aterial and 
color It a deep red. The pieces so col 
ored nature rejects as spoiled In the 
m aking ami throw s them iu the dust 
pin, from w hich men dig them out aud 
•call them rubies. A ruby of thirty-tw o 
•carats recently sold for $52,000. 
Yet 
th e m aterial of the cheap spluel and 
th e valuable ruby fire practically the 
sam e, save for th a t sm all tract iou of 
chrom ic acid which got tutu the ruby 
by m istake. 
W hen n ature starts out to m anufac­ 
tu re opals, she endeavors to make them 
w ithout any cracks in them . 
In th is 
she seldom succeeds, coming nearest to 
perfection in tile Mexican opals, which 
have few cracks in them and therefore 
.little luster. The fiery glow of the orl- 
-eutal opal and the play of light In the 
depths of that exquisite stone ore due 
-entirely 
lo 
the 
num berless 
cracks 
w hich seam the surface of the gem. It 
m ust give nature a poor opinion of 
m ankind w hen she sees him selling the 
M exican opals, which art' nearly per­ 
fect, for 12 cents a c's ra t and paying 
• $25 a carat for her failure's, the cracked 
fire opal of t he cast. 
* N ot only In gems, but in many other 
th in g s, does nature make m istakes and 
failures, th e results of which are high- 
fly valued by man. The chank shell, a 
shell m uch like Hie conch shall of these 
•shores, 4 s -one of the com m onest shells 
•on the benches of lu d ia, and millions 
m f -them are gathered Hud burned for 
tibe lime th a t is in them. Yet in a tem 
pie near H andy, Ceylon, are tw o chank 
shells w hich hold the place of honor iu 
a shrine covered with gold, and no 
am ount of money could buy them from 
(bidi* guardian priests. 
T heir value 
consists iu the fact that nature was uot 
q uite herself the m orning she fabricat­ 
ed tbe^o shells and gave a right huiul 


cd tw ist to them Instead of a left hand­ 
ed one, such as has Iwen given to ail 
other chauk shells, so far as man 
knows, since tile beginning. 
Itaron Hot bach I Id once paid $300 a 
dozen far some Bebless Johnnnlsborg 
wine, anil It is adm itted that, taking 
every tiling Into consideration, It w as 
not an exorbitant price. 
Yet the wine 
of the sam e year from the vineyard d i­ 
rectly adjoining the Johauulsberg vine­ 
yard, ou the sam e bonk of the Rhine, 
a vineyard w hose soil Is, to all appear­ 
ances, tho sam e, only brought $5 a 
dozen 
And there is no special secret 
about the m anufacture of Johanotsberg 
wine or dbout the variety of grape 
used.

Combs should uot be left In em pty 
hives about the apiary. 
T h at is tile 
w orst place they eau be left, as m oths 
are alw ays to In* found near the bees 
aud are sure to infest the combs. 
One advantage in closed end fram es 
Is th a t a hive lull of com bs may be 
handled as though it w ere a single 
piece Instead of a collection of loose 
pieces, thus saving work, w orry and 
tim e. 
lf the bees cannot conveniently enter 
the hives during the sudden changes of 
cool w eather, quite a num ber will bo 
lost: hence care should lie taken to 
have the entrances arranged so th a t the 
bees eau enter readily.

For m ore than a century scientists : 
m d philosophers have been vainly try 
Ing to discover the origin and cause of 
i the m ysterious cu rren t in the A tlantic j 
ocean called the gulf stream . 
W hy so j 
called is uot apparent, as nothing iu 
the gulf of Mexico is in its com position. j 
Thera have been m any theories, which ! 
have been abandoned, some perfectly 
absurd, such as its being caused by the 
earth In Its revolution on its axis, for 
lf it had the pow er to draw this stream 
at the rate of five miles an hour from 
tile coast of Florida it would draw all 
tile w ate r from the east coasts of 
N orth and South America at the sam e 
velocity. Tile prevailing theory is that 
tile northeast trade w inds drive a cur- : 
rent into the C aribbean sea and. aided 
by the feeble equatorial stream , heap 
| up the w ater in the gulf of Mexico, 
; t lienee rushing around the south of 
| Florida from the source of the gulf 
1 s tr a in . 
Rut there is no such a heap­ 
ing of the w aters in th a t gulf. 
The 
! w aters there are sluggish, and there is 
no perceptible cu rren t leading tow ard 
the gulf stream or anyw here else. 
'r his theory has been accepted for 
w ant cf a better, but those who favor 
It are not entirely satisfied with it. The 
gulf stream is an indepeudent bcwly of 
w ater, having uo connection w ith the 
w ater around or behind the point 
w here It em erges. 
It Js w orm er and 
of a deeper blue th an the surrounding 
seas Qud gushes forth from the s ta rt­ 
ing point off Cape Sable a t the rate of 
from five to six kuots an hour, w ith 
a tem perature of al»out OO degrees, 
lessening gradually as It proceeds on 
Its Journey of thousands of miles across 
the A tlantic ocean, w arm ing the w est­ 
ern shores of Europe. 
H aving seen th e fallacy of the th e­ 
ories coueernlng th e gulf stream , we 
will tu rn our attention to th e great P a ­ 
cific current, identical In all respects 
w ith Its sister current of th e A tlantic 
and concerning w hich there are no the­ 
ories to contend w ith. 
It sta rts spontaneously from a spot a 
few m iles from th e south end of the 
island of Form osa, In the Banshee 
channel, follow ing th e coast of For­ 
mosa northeasterly, past and through 
the Looehoo Islands, skirting th e coast 
of Jap an ; thence tu rn s eastw ard on Its 
long Journey across th e w ide Pacific, 
w arm ing the coast of Am erica from 
Puget souud to Mexico. Its dark blue 
w aters are In striking contrast to the 
surrounding seas. giving It the nam e of 
M urra Suer, or black w ater. It Is au 
Indepeudent stream w here no com bina­ 
tion of w luds or cu rren ts can possibly 
cause th e m ighty rush of w arm blue 
w ater w ith a velocity of from five to 
six knots an hour from th e start. 
In its characteristics of heat, color 
and direction it resem bles th e gulf 
stream In every particular, and the 
origin of the tw o stream s m ust be the 
sam e, w hatever they may be. which I 
shall endeavor to show later on. There 
is another ocean cu rren t sim ilar In all 
respects to the other two, w ith th e ex­ 
ception th a t it runs in an exactly op­ 
posite direction. S tartin g from the vi­ 
cinity of th e south end of th e islaud of 
M adagascar, 
it 
runs 
southw esterly 
around th e Cape of Good ll ope, w here 
It disappears off C ape L agunas. As a 
curreut, probably p art of it is diverted 
into a steady set of the eastern current, 
caused 
by 
th e 
prevailing 
w esterly 
w inds In th a t region. No scientists, so 
fa r as I am aw are, have attem pted to 
account for this current. Ilaviug now 
proved beyond refutation th a t all the­ 
ories advanced as to th e cause of ocean 
currents are groundless, It rem ains to 
be proved w hat th e tru e cause Is. 
It m ust be adm itted th a t the currants 
have a sim ilar origin, as they ara Iden­ 
tical In every respect as regards color, 
heat and velocity, springing forth In 
the sam e m anner spontaneously from 
th e earth In some m ysterious way. 
T here Is no place on the surface of the 
earth w here the w ater can be heated 
to furnish tile heat contained in these 
stream s th at gush 
forth 
from the 
depths of the sea; consequently the 
forces m ust be subterranean and can 
only be accounted for by large bodies 
of clear, blue w ater from the oceau 
forcing Its way into the depths of the 
earth under its crust, w here it burrow s 
a channel of its own to the surface 
again, having received Its w arm th on 
the way by contact w ith the Internal 
heat of the lower regions of the earth, 
forced on by continual pressure from 
behind. 
T hat there are orifices in the earl it’s 
crust cannot be denied, also what b**- 
ionics of tile vast volume of w an r that 
• annot be com puted which is constant­ 
ly running at tile rate of from four to 
six knots an hour from the Atlantic 
oceau through the strait of Gibraltar 
Into tile M editerranean sea. 
The nu­ 
m erous 
rivers, 
too, are continually 
flowing in. and yet the sea rem ains at 
the sam e level. 
Evaporation cannot 
account for it. for w hat Is evaporated 
is form ed Into clouds and Is precipitat­ 
ed again into the sea by the medium of 
storm s and frequent rains. 
The w ater m ust en ter the earth from 
the ocean through these apertures on 
an Incline s s It gushes forth in these 
three m ighty currants and cannot be 
discovered by soundings; consequently 
these three m ighty currents a re noth­ 
ing more or less than Im m ense geysers.

begin to break through the orange skill 
Take a sharp knife and shave these off 
carefully and keep them shaved.

tree will grow about (ive or six Inches 
high and then stop. 
In a year it will 
be a perfect miniature oak 
When the 
roots cease to grow, the orange skin 
should ie* varnished over aud imbed­ 
ded In u flowerpot. 
The Japanese dw arf ail kinds of tries 
and make them live to a great age. 
Some of these dwarfs, like the Chullo 
Iliba, are well known, aud their own­ 
ers have documentary evidence attest­ 
ing their great age.

People in general have lieeu content 
to IooK upon the Indian's adornment of 
His head with eagle feathers aud Ins 
face with paint as marks of personal 
decoration Inspired by vanity and a 
savage taste, different only in degree 
from what is sometimes witnessed 
among highly civilized people, says a 
w riter in the W ashington Times. 
But 
the fact is that, in preference to tho 
latter custom, for Instance, every paint 
ninth on an Indian’s face has a sort of 
heraldic meaning, implying not only 
the honors won by tile brave in person, 
but representing also tin* claims of Ids 
family and race to distinction. In other 
words, what is shown among more 
cultured communities by coats of antis, 
orders, and decorations, is depicted bv 
th** Indian on his face by means of 
pigments. 
Scientists are now engaged, among 
other novel investigations concerning 
the North American Indian, in com 
piling a record of tin* armorial, or. 
rallier, facial, bearings of certain cele 
brat***! chiefs, and it is said to be fas 
diluting work 
One renowned war 
rior. for instance, will have bis lip 
painted a copper red. 
This Is found 
to indicate that his tribe was once In 
possession of lingo mines of copper. 
Another Individual xviii have ills fore 
head adorned with a painting of a cer­ 
tain fish, thus Implying that he or his 
people arc renoxvnod for prowess iii 
catching fish. The same distinguished 
person sometimes wears a disk of pearl 
in addition to his paint mask. 
Tills. 
by its shimmering radiance ami its 
form, implies th at he Is descended 
from the moon, in the sense that the 
god*less of night is one of his ances­ 
tors. 
Tile fact that the Indian has no con­ 
ception of perspective seriously handi­ 
caps the success of his efforts at pic­ 
torial art. 
Indeed, the Indian limner 
merely aims to allow the most charac­ 
teristic portion of the object la* a t­ 
tem pts to depict, unless he be a man 
of great attainm ent, In which case he 
divides or dissects the subject of his 
picture and represents the whole by 
its parts, the latter being arranged en­ 
tirely irrespective of the natural se­ 
quence. 
The features of the Indian are some 
times incorporated Into the represen 
tatlon of the animal which forms his 
heraldic bearing. 
Should the beaver, 
for example, lie the object to be de­ 
pleted, it is not attem pted, but only its 
distinctive and typical parts. as. for In­ 
stance. Its peculiar tall, xvhlch Is paint­ 
ed In crisscross lines extending from 
the chin to the nose, us though stand­ 
ing upright. The chin Itself does ser­ 
vice us the beaver's body. 
The arbitrary methods of the Indhui 
artist render it difficult, if not impos­ 
sible, for any but au expert to inter 
pret the meaning of the pictorial rep­ 
resentations. 
Thus, an animal’s cars 
ar** invariably depicted above the eyes 
on th** human object, the ours of the 
beaver tieing Just above the eyebrows. 
On the ch e ek s are painted tilt* paws in 
a position as though they were raised 
to the mouth iii tile manlier conven­ 
tional in Indian carvings. 
The dogfish painted iu red on the face 
designated the members of an entire* 
tribe. On the forehead of the mem liers 
of this tribe Is painted the long, thin 
snout, the gills are represented by two 
curved lines below the eyes. iv Idle tin 
tail is shown as cut in two aud hang 
big from each nostril. 
Only one or 
two parts of an animal painted on an 
Indian's face indicates that he Is of 
Inferior position; the entire symbol, no 
m atter iu w hat form presented, is sig 
nlfleaut of lofty station and high bon 
ors. 
The facial heraldry of the ludiun 
may ta* said to unique, not aloin* iii 
tile method of representation employ 
cd, lint In tilt* subject selected.

While It Is not difficult to secure go<*d 
American workmen for carrying our, 
schemes of interior decoration*, it I 
impossible yet to get native born uieu 
capable of modeling statuettes and 
busts such as are soli on the street 
corners and in many of the art shops. 
All the workmen employed in factories 
that produce these are Italians, chiefly 
from Tuscany. This is equally true of 
those who follow this trade In d er 
many and France. 
The Tuscans ap 
pear to have a natural ability for thai 
sort of work that has given them the 
monopoly <>f it. 
The great majority of these busts and 
statuettes are copied directly from the 
originals wherever they happen to be. 
anil theu the molds are made from that 
copy and sent to all parts of the world.} 
the statues being cast in the place 
where they arc to lie sold. 
In the lar­ 
ger shops in New York city, however, 
a certain amount of original work is 
done in order to keep pace with the 
popular demaud for representations of 
the hero of the hour. A great many of 
our most distinguished poets, authors 
aud statesmen whose busts are exposed 
for sale on the street corners never sat 
for these portraits. 
Some workman 
modeled tfie head after a photograph 
and occasionally has produced such 
good work that it is almost a pity the 
sculptor’s name should 
remain 
un­ 
known. 
The chief purchasers of these casts 
from the larger m akers are the high 
schools all over the country. They de­ 
mand. of course, not only classical sub­ 
jects and copies of ancient bas-reliefs 
and architectural details, but also busts

their showrooms an assortm ent and 
confusion of time, place and nature be­ 
wildering to look at. 
The process of casting these statu­ 
ettes Is a comparatively simple one 
when the mold Is once completed. The 
material used, plaster of paris. 
Is 
cheap, and a very excellent quality is 
produced In this country. 
When the 
statuette comes out, It Is pure white 
and covered with ridges made by the 
different sections of the mold. 
These 
ridges are carefully removed, and then 
the cast Is placed in an oven heated at 
about 180 degrees. 
A fter it has been 
baked for a certin length of time it is 
plunged toto a solution of stearic acid 
aud kept there until thoroughly satu­ 
rated. 
Then, when It has dried, the 
yellow color is gained by applying to 
the surface a solution of beeswax, tur­ 
pentine aud coloring m atter. This color 
will not wash off, and, of course, any 
shade can be produced at will. 
“The demand for nude statues in the 
art schools is growing less every year.” 
said one of the largest makers of these 
casts. 
"That Is because people are 
( realizing more and more that artists 
, must drfiw from the human figure It 
I self lf they wish to understand the 
f human form. We got more orders new 
for drai>ed figures In the art schools 
and for busts in the high schools. Un­ 
til very recently the busts of most of 
the celebrated Americans which we 
soil had been made In Italy from pho 
tograpbs sent over from this country 
and many mistakes occurred In m at­ 
ters of detail, like the cut of the coats 
and collars. We are trying to do these 
now in a more modern and characteris­ 
tic way and occasionally have been 
furnished with photographs by their 
families." 
The statuettes which are carried 
about the streets wrapped in barmen! 
ous yellow tissue paper or are display 
ed on tbe sidewalks or on the steps of 
unoccupied bouses are made by quite 
a different set of m anufacturers. Tbe 
larger dealers do not sell to these street 
peddlers at all. Tbe peddlers have their 
own little workrooms, which furnish 
them with their stock at a much lower 
rate than tbe regular dealers charge 
No originals are made in these ateliers, 
and most of the molds are gaiued by 
taking them from a cast bought from 
some other firm. Tbe stearic acid bath 
Is left out of tbe process, and conse­ 
quently the color of these cheaper 
works washes off. 
Tbe peddlers of tbese,statuettes stand 
in about tbe same relation to sculptors 
aud sculpture that the baud organ play 
era do to music and musicians. They 
reflect fairly accurately the popular 
taste, aud. according to their testi 
mony.
